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bathe bim in great renerence, and euery one hath the i 
gureof that Jdoll in his houſe.

1 in the firme land, being an excellent regi⸗ 
gion. There is in thys pꝛouinte, Pargarites verpe fay;e 
and great. This pꝛouince is diuided into fine kingdomes, 
wherevpon raigneth fine bꝛethꝛen legitimate. In the firſt 
beginning of this pꝛouince ſtandeth the firſte kingdome 
gouerned by one of thoſe fine bzethzen, named Sendarba, 
and is entituled as king of Ver, here is fine great pearlcs, 
in great number. This king hath the tenth of all p pearls 
whych are founde in his kingdome. Lhe fiſhermen do filh 
theſe pearles, from the beginning of Apzil,vntill the mid- 
deft of Map, in a'gulfe ofthe — where there is greate 
plentie of them,. they are founde in the Oyſters. The men 
and women of this realme goe all naked, ſauing that they 
do weare a certaine cloth to couer thepz pꝛintttes. Allo 
the king goeth naked, and to be knowen, he weareth 
about bis necke a late full of pzecious ſtones, — 
are in number a hundereth# foure,in the remembzanceof 
a hundzeth t foure pꝛapers, that he vſeth to ſay in the ho- 
nour of his gods mozning and euening, and on his armes, 
legges, fæte, and tæth, he weareth ſo manye pꝛecious 
Stones, that tenne riche Cities be not able to pape foz 


them. 
This 


\ greateſt and the belt pꝛouince that is in 
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ht toke from his bzother. Jn this realme there be verpe 
faire women of themlclues:alſa they do vie payniting, ſct- 
ting moꝛe beautie vata theix faces and on their bodies. 
Thps king bath alwapes a greate companie with him, 
to ſerue him: when the kipg dyeth they burne his bodye, 
and with him of their owne voluntarie willes , all thole 
that accompanied and ſerued him in his life time, leaps 
into the fire, and burne themſclues with hiin, ſaying,that 
they do go to beare their king companie in pother wozld, 
and line as they did here in this woꝛlde. Verely this King 
buyeth tenne thouſande hozſcs of the named 
.. Cormos at the pzice of ſiue ounces of — 
moze,ſome leſſe, accozding vnto the godneſſe Md beau- 
tie of thehozie. The merchaunts of 2«:aſay, of 5»ſfer, and 

of 3edez , (ell thoſe hozſes vnto the merchauntes of this 
realme . Theſe hozſes lyue not in this pzouince aboue 
one peare : by this meanes that king conſumeth a greats 
part of his treaſure in h9zſcs. In this countrey they doe 
vc this cuſtome,that is, when a man is condemned to dy, 
he is begged of the Pzince that he maye kill himſelfe, and 
when they haue obtapned the kings god will, be killeth 
| himſelfe, in the loue and honour of his Jools. After thys 
wiſe, hauing obtapned the kings grace and fanour, the 

. wife of this malefagour and kinred, taketh him, tying a⸗ 
bout his necke twelue knines , and in this manner be is 
carried by them vnto a place of tuſtice,where he crieth as 
lowde as he may,ſaping, J doe kill my ſelle in the honour 
and foz the lone of ſuche an Idol, and with one of theſe 
knines ftriketh himſelfe,and then with another, vntyll 
ſuch time as be falleth do tune deade : this done, bys pa⸗ 
rents with great ioye and g[avneſſe burne the dead body, 
thinking that he is happy. In this countrey enerye mail 
bath as many wiues as he _ tomaintain: 3

themlelnes with him, and ſhe that leapeth firſte into the 
fire, the beholders take bir to be the beſt. They are all J- 
dolaturs, and foʒ the moze part of them, woꝛſhip the Dre, 
ſaying, be is a Haina, foz that he laboureth and tilleth the 
grounde, where the cozne growth,and ſo by no manner of 
meanes they will eate anye kinde of Dre lleſhe, noz pet 
oz all the golde in the woꝛld, will they kill an Dre, and 
when amy Dre dyeth, with his tallow they! do rubbe al the 
inſides of their houſes. 

Theſe people deſcende of thoſe that killed Saint Tho- 
mas the Apoſtle, and none of them can enter into Saint 
Thomas Charche, whiche he edified.in that countrey: be⸗ 
Mes this, if one will pꝛeſume to enter into the Temple, 
he falleth freight deade. It hath bene pzoued oftentimes, 
that ſome of them would enter perfozce info the Church, 
and it hath not bin poſſible foz them to doe it. The king 
and thoſe of this pzonince eate alwapes vpon the ground, 
and if ii be demaunded of them by queſtion why they 
doe ſo, they doe annfweare, koꝛ that they doe come of the 
earth, and to the earth they muſte, and they cannot doe 
ſo much honour vnto the Earth as is wozthy. In thys 
pꝛouince there groweth nothing elſe but Nice: theſe peo- 
ple go naked vnto the warres , hauing no other weapon 
bat ſpeare and ſhield, and they kill no wilde beaſtes at all 
fo; their eating, but they canſe ſome other that is not of 
their lawe to kill them. All the men and women vo waſh 
themſelues twice adap, mozning, audencning, foz other- 
wile they dare nepther eate noꝛ dzinke, and he that ſhould 
not kepe this vfe among them, ſhoulve be reputed to ber 
an Heteticke:and they do wathe themfelnes in thys man- 
ner, as we hanerchearſed:thep goe all naked, and ſo they 
go dnto the riuer, and take of the water, and pow2e it vp⸗ 
on their heads, and then onte . helpe to wache * 
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| They are god men of warre, and verye teme of them 
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dzinke wine, and thoſe that doe dzinke it, are not taken to 
be as a witneſle, noz yet thoſe that go vnto the Sea, ſay⸗ 
ing, that the Parriners are dꝛonkards. They are deſpe⸗ 
rate men, and eſterme lecherie to be no ſinne. This cou ⸗ 
trey is intollerable hote, and the boyes go altogither na⸗ 
ked. Jt neuer rayneth in that Countrey, ſauing in Jane, 
July, and Auguſt. Jn this Region there be many Philo⸗ 
ſophers, and many that vſe gegromancie, and verve ma⸗ 
nie of them that tell foꝛtunes. There be Hawkes as 
blacke as Ranens, bigger than ours, and god to kill the 
game. Allo, there be Dwles as bigge as Hennes, that 
five in the avꝛe all mght. Pan of thoſe men doe offer 
their childꝛen vnto thoſe Idols that they haue moſt re- 

ſpect vnto, and when they woꝛſhip and feaſt thoſe Idols, 

they do cauſe to come befoze them, all the yong men and 

maydes, whiche are offered vnto them, and they doe ſing 

and daunce befoze the Jdols, and this done, they do cauſe 


their mcate to be bꝛoughte thither, and they doe eate the 


lleſh, ſaping, that the ſmell of the lleſh filleth the Idols.

There dwell manye Chꝛiſtians and 
Po2es, haning great reuerence vnto the body of Sainct 
Thomas, fo2 they doe belcue and ſap, that he was a 
Moꝛe, and a great P2ophet, and they do call him Tho- 
mas Dauana, which is to ſay,a holy man. The Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans that go on Pilgrimage to viſit the body of Sainte 
Thomas, take of that earth where he was martired, and 
when any falleth ſicke, they doe giue him of it to dzinke, 
with wine and water. In the veare of our Loꝛde. 129. it 
chanced there to be a miracle in this wiſe :A Knight ga- 

thered ſo much Kice, that he had no place to put it in, but 
put it into a houſe of Sainct Thomas, and the Chꝛiſtian 
men deſired him not to peſter the holy Apoſtles houſe 
with his Rice, where the Pilgrims did lodge, pet the 
Knighte would not heare them, and the lame night, the 
ſpirite of Sain& Thomas appeared with a Gallowes of 
iron in his hande, putting it aboute the Knightes necke, 
and ſayde, Jf thou cauſe not thy Rice to be taken out of 
the houſe of Sainct Thomas, J will hang the, This mt 
racle the Knight told with his owne mouth, vnto all the 
people of that Countrep, and fozthwith the Chꝛiſtians 
rendꝛed hartie thankes to the holy Apoſtle , who dothe 
many miracles on the Chziftians that committe them- 
ſelues deuoutely vnto him; All the people of this Coun- 
trey 
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trev be blacke, not bycauſe they be ſo bozne, but la that 
they woulde be blacke, they annoynt themlelites with a 
kind of oyle, called oyle of ri nioly, fo2 the blackeft are 
eſtermed mot layꝛe.
